Thus far, we have been Xucky here in the South by 
handling matters which have had no particuXar disturbance about them. . 
This is of a different nature. These Southerners have been wrought 
up to a high pitch and I am enclosing a oXipping of an event which 
took pXooe in TaXXedega, AXabama, This is from this morning’s 
paper, 

X wee fortunate in foreseeing this trouble and removed 
3640 just before it happened or she might heve been in the midst of 
it."
